SALMON GREATLY IMPROVED. 


The report issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture arid Technical Instruction for Ireland, 
dealing with the sea and inland fisheries of Ire- 
ivetns in 1919, states that the principal factors 

the industry in 1919 were the pro- 
rreasive décline in the prices paid to fishermen 
or their catches, and the increase in the cost 
of all the materials required for the pursuit of / 
their calling. 
There were 4,648 Irish boats, with ty 3; 
numbering oa 957 gecsens, one enga ed in fishin 
the year 1919. r the prev ous 
year were 4, 717 and 17,502, Tyenpeourely. The 
4,648 vessels included 353 first class, 2,063 second 
469 third class, and 1,765 small open 


RETURN OF CATCHES. 
According to the returns received, the total 
quantity of sea fish other than shell fish) 
landed in 1919 was .737 cwt., valued at 
£718,706. ‘The corresponding figures for 1918 
were 760,986 cwt, and £995, The returns, 
therefore, show an incredse of 45,751 ewt., and 
a decrease of £274,715. Includin shall: fish, 
but excluding salmon, the total value for 1919 
was £787,570. In 1918 this value was £1,058,236. 
From the returns received from the Irish 
railway companies of the quantities of salmon 
and trout carried, it would appear that Ly | 
the year 1919 the total capture was about 

cent, greater than in the previous year. 
Phe number of boxes of Irish falmon sold at 
Billingasgate was 4,778, out of a total of 10,438. 
In the year 1918 the figures were, respectively, 
4,261 and 10,940 
From these reports it would appear that the 
salmon fisheries, considered as a whole, have 
shown a distinct improvement during the year 
under réview, such improvement being most 
marked in the southern districts. 

NET FISHERIES. 

The net fisheries were favoured by suitable 
weather, and were, in consequence, more than 
usually productive, but angling, though good in 
the early months of the season, was injured 
great! by the aed a dry summer which 
anal ically all rivers continued free 
from disease, but, as in previous seasons, many 
cases of minor «pollution and consequent 
destruction of fish and fry are recorded. The 
quantity of breeding fish observed during the 
winter seems to have shown some increase on 
that notieed in vious seasons, and the waters 
were generally favourable to spawning, and to 
the protection of spawning and «pent fish and 
fry. The estimated output of salmon fry from 
re € in the season of 1919-20 was 4,920,915. 
About 1,976,000 salmon fry were turned out 
from the Mallow and Banteer hatcheries.

An QObject-Lesson. 


The increasing burden of taxation is 
forcing the large landowners of England 
to sell their estates and, in many cases, 
to close great houses which are shrines vf 
English histery. The Duke of Portland 
and others have described how they are 
compelled to counter the Government's 
exactions with rigid economies. The most 
arresting statement on the subject, how- 
ever, is that which was made yesterday 
by thé Earl of Meath to his workers ut 
Kilruddery—one of the “show places '' of | 
County Wicklow. With absolute candour 
and fulness Lord Meath sets forth the 
financial position which necessitates re- 
ductions in his establishment. Few men 
would have had the courage to take such 
a course, but it represents a public service» 
of the first order. The statement must 
carry home alike to the most careless and 
to the most turbulent minds in Ireland con- 
viction of two things. One is the extent 
to which high taxes and rates are im- 
poverishing our upper and upper-middle 
classes. The other is the country’s debt 
to their quiet patriotism and to that in- 
herited sense of duty which is expressed 
in the words, Noblesse oblige. Lord Meath 
never was a rich man as peers go, Recent 
taxation has made him twice as poor as 
his father, whose £2,000 a year, forty 
years ago, was worth what £4,000 repre- 
sents to-day. If Lord Meath had not 
loved Ireland and the family tradition, 
he would have got rid of Kilruddery 
when the pinch began to come; for he 
has property and interests in England.. 
He resolved, however, to “carry on ” for 
the sake of his work-people. 

In recent years, Lord Meath tells us, 
the cost of maintaining his Irish pro- 
perty has been more than his entire 
income from Ireland: His statement of 
accounts shows that he pays in income 
tax, super-tax, and poor rates “annually 
more than £6,700, with more than £1,000 
in subscriptions and pensions, His free 
personal income amounts at present to 
£209. If he should abandon the gardens 
and pleasure grounds at Kilruddery, which 
cost £1,153 a year, it would jump to 
£1,300. He has preferred to maintain them 
for public reasons. He is sorrow-stricken 
now because he js forced to make certain 
reductions in his annual wages bill of 
some £5,000 a year. The statement 


speaks for itself and we shall not try to] 


| embroider it. We shall say only that our 

whole Irish democracy—esp our 
trade unionists and left wing Socialists— 
ought to find in it plenty of food .for 
thought. To the British Government the 
statement is a fresh warning of the in- 
evitable result of thrusting upon the best 
elements in the community burdens 
greater than they can bear. The same 
reasons that are closing the great country 
houses are closing shops and factories. 
Few, if any, business men follow Lord 
Meath’s example of maintaining a losing 
concern in order that workers may not 
be thrown into the street. Bureaucracy’s 
reckless plans for subsidising unemploy- 
ment are the most fertile cause of unew- 
ployment that the world has known. We 
are glad to see that Father O'Halloran, at 
Nenagh, has denounced the results of the 
so-called out-of-work dole in Ireland. That 
dole must go if the country is to be saved 
from utter demoralisation. It is good 
news that the Government's Econamy 
Committee has decided to recommend the 
abolition of the Labour Exchanges. Their 
disappearanee will involve at least the 
removal from the State's pay-roll of many 
thousands of unnecessary officials. 

“A bold peasantry’’ is not the only 
asset of an ancient people which “when 
once destroyed can never be supplied.’ 
There is in Ireland to-day a large class 
of whom, at the top, Lord Meath is, we 
venture to say, a typical representative. 
It includes our old landed families, be 
their acres many or few; heads of great 
business firms which have been handed 
down from father to son, and thousands of 
members of the learned professions. This 
class has inherited or absorbed great 
traditions of public and private service— 
of loyalty to the State, to the Churches, 
to its own workers, whether in field or 
office, and to its own work, whether in the 
conduct of local affairs or in the pursuit 
of seience and letters. To-day all these 
people stand on the threshold of the un- 
known, A new Ireland is in the making, 
a revolution in Irish government seems 
to be at hand, and they cannot tell what 
the future has in store for them. Lord 
Meath’s hope may be fulfilled and those 
who have made so many sacrifices to their 
conceptions of patriotism may yet find 
themselves not without honour in their 
own country. Everything will depend 
upon the attitude of Irish democracy and 
its leaders to the classes which in the past 
have upheld their own political views stoutly 
against the views of the majority. They 
ask for no favour or privilege. They have 
read history and are no kelievers in poli- 
tical Utopias. They are dazzled, but 
hardly convinced, by Mr. Michael 
Collins’s promise of a shilling income tax 
in the Ireland that is to be. They claim, 
only the right to do their work as they 
have done it in the past, liberty to honour 
their traditions and ideals, and the share 
to which their gifts and experience entitle 
them in the conduct of the nation’s 
business. The future Governments cf 
Ireland will be tested—we dare to say 
that Ireland's whole future will be de- 
cided—by the answer which her democracy 
makes to these. claims. ;

Chemical Disarmament. 


At its late convention in New York the 
American Chemical Society passed a reso- 
lution urging upon the forthcoming Dis- 
armament Conference the question of 
“chemical disarmament’’ as affected by 
the development and maintenance of the 
chemical industries of the nations. A 
number of eminent British chemists is 
said to have been present, and, in view 
of the President of the British Associa- 
tion 's recent statement, their endorsement 
of the resolution may be taken for granted. 
It is one thing, however, to make rules and 
another thing to have them obeyed. 
Civilised warfare embraces a lengthy and 
complicated code of rules and regulations, 
only a few of which were respected in the 
late war, and many of which the 
Governments themselves repudiated. It 
was the old story of laws without sanc- 
tions for their onforcement. Even where 
the sanction existed and was successfully 
applied, the application has had little 
effect, for the reason that the sanction 
lacked the spectacular elements which, as 
Bentham pointed out long ago, it requires 
if it is to act as a deterrent. The Ger- 
man docs not sit back to-day and say, 
“See what I got for violating the sanctity 
of neutral territory, for killing non-com- 
batants, and using poison gas and bom- 
barding undefended towns and sinking 
hospital ships!’’ He says that righteous 
and glorious Germany was tricked out of 
the fruits of victory by the politicians. 
His view is correct to the extent that 
the sanction of defeat in war is not in- 
evitable, though the tendency among 
civilised peoples to range themselves 
against an international wrong-doer is 
becoming more pronounced and has 
almost reached the condition of a sanction. 
Believers in the League of Nations are 
for the most part men who believe that it 
needs orly the outward and visible shape 
to make it as complete a sanction as the 
civil law prohibiting murder or theft. 
The one inevitable difference is that the 
League of Nations is essentially a tribunal 
of judges who are interested parties to the 
litigation. The considerations that have 
swayed the American Chemical Society 
cannot be treated apart from the whole 
question. If international usage or 
agreement can be supplied with a sanction 
of enforcement, it will be as easy to 
forbid the use of poison gas as the murder 
of unarmed prisoners, the destruction of 
private property, sinking of merchant 
vessels at sea, and so forth. The wording 
of the resolution of the American Chemical 
Society suggests that the propounders had 
in mind the rationing of the means of 
chemical production in the same way as it 
is proposed, if an agreement can be reached, 
to ration the construction of warships. 
The cases, however, are not parallel. A 
warship takes a year or two in building 
and cannot be built in secret. A chemical 
factory can be erected overnight or con- 
verted from a producer of beneficent 
fertilisers to a manufacturer of death- 
dealing explosives or poisonous gases in a 
few hours. Possibly the Disarmament 
Conference may go beyond the scope at 
present proposed for it, and may set 
about the task of providing a new code 
of war which will reprobate the use <f 
chemicals in large quantities. 


Irish Horse Sales. 


Horse-breeding is one of [Ireland's 
greatest industries; yet it is not easy to 
purchase a first-class yearling or two-year- 
old at a public auction in this country. 
Custom has decreed that the best horses 
that are bred in Ireland must be sent to 
‘Doncaster or Newmarket for sale: It is a 


thoroughly vicious custom, which mili- | 


tates against the national prosperity, and 
we are glad to know that there is a chance 
that it may be broken. On August 26th 
Captain Bernard Daly suggested in our 
columns that regular bloodstock sales 
should be established in Dublin, and 
his views were endorsed by other 
correspondents. To-day we announce 
that; under certain conditions, the Royal 
Dublin Society may father the scheme and 


| utilise all the resources at its command in 


order to make it a success. The proposal 
is that the Society shall provide permanent 
facilities for the sales and that in every 
year a week shall be devoted to them. 
All that is needed to bring the scheme 
into operation is a guarantee from the 
breeders that they will send a certain 
proportion of their best stock to the sales. 
We trust that they will meet at an 
early date to discuss the suggestion. 
They are in the happy position of knowing 
that the English racing community must 
purchase Irish horses, and that, if buyers 
cannot: get what they want at Doncaster 
and Newmarket, they will not hesitate to 
come to Dublin. That is the fundamental 
and all-important fact in the situation. 
The breeders stand to gain a great deal 
by helping to transform Dublin into one 
of the chief markets for bloodstock ; they 
would be sfared the expense and troulike 
of transporting animals across the 
Channel, and prices would not suffer. 
The sales would attract hundreds of 
wealthy visitors, and, in effect, Dublin 
would have another Horse Show week. 
From that point of view the whole popula- 
tion is interested. in fhe movement and will 
watch its development with care. Without 
the co-operation of the breeders, however, 
the scheme cannot succeed. It would be 
folly for the Royal Dublin Society to em- 
bark upon heavy expenditure unless it 
knew that it would get a reasonable return 
for its money. 


An Artful Archduke. 


The Archduke Frederick of Austria, who 
commanded his Emperor's forces in the 
war, is, or should be, a very rich man. 
He owns land and industrial holdings in 
the former Hapsburg Empire to the extent 
of some £40,000, 000, yet he finds himself to- 
day without apenny. His land, mines, and 
factories have been seized by the several 
Governments which preside over the 
destinies of what was once the Dual 
Monarchy, and Austria, Poland, Czecho- 
Slovakia, and Hungary resolutely refuse 
to recognise his claims. Now the Arch- 
duke has devised an ingenious plan to 
recover his confiscated wealth. With the 
aid of a quartette of American’ financiers 
he has turned himself into a kind of 
limited company, and his fellow-directors, 
among whom is the president of the 
Guaranty Trust Company of New York, 
will champion his claims against the 
Governments which have seized his pro- 
perty. All this great wealth, it appears, 
has been acquired through private enter- 
prise by the Archducal family, and none 
of it has been derived from Ro¥al bounty. 
Consequently, the Americans argue, no 
Government has any right to confis- 
cate it. Surely the world is pro- 
gressing when Austrian ArcRdukes hob-nob 
with American men of affairs; but needs 
must when the devil drives, and this 
haughty scion of the Hapsburgs certainly 
knew what he was doing when he sought 
salvation in New York. 
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CHRISTIAN THOUGHT. 
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BISHOP OF CHELMSFORD’S 
REGRET. 


The Bishop of Chelmsford, speaking at a re- 
ception in London last night in connection with 
the Methodist Ecumenical Conference, said that 
he regretted that they were not having fuller 
reports of their proceedings in the public Press. 
It was a significant comment on the position 
of Christian thought that while the most 
meagre reports were given of that great Con- 
ference, which represented thirty millions of 
people, they got columns and columns about 
Charlie Chaplin. 

Preaching at a Masonic Service in connection 
with the Conference on Sunday evening, the 
Bishop of Chelmsford said that he ‘aut not 
help wondering what the Church of Christ in 
John Wesley's day would have thought if an 
English diocesan Bishop had preached from that 
pu pit. He trusted his appearance there might 
e the beginning of a stronger and more Christ- 
like relationship between the great mother 
Church of England and those brethren in the 
faith who were assembled there. They had all 
one objective—they all wanted to build. But 
how were they, to build, as masons? Some said, 
“ Let us build a new world on fellowshin,” and 
others said, “on a League of Nations.” If 
they wanted their League of Nations to be 
such a building as would stand the stress of 
time, it must built on the rock of Christ. 
Other people said: ‘‘ Let us build on the site 
of education.” Who were sunposed to be the 
best educated people in Europe in 1914? The 
Germans. And yet it culminated in the ' Hymn 
of Hate,” the sinking of the Lusitania, and 
other outrages. If they did not have the 
right controlling power to move an educated 
man in the right way they only made him 
more dangerous by educating him. There could 

no peace in the world until the Prince of 
Peace ruled. The root of the whole question 
was that we must build on man. The key of 
the nosition was in the hands of the Christian 
rather than in the hands of the statesman.

Messages from Dublin state that Sinn 
Fein’s reply to the Cabinet's invitation 
was despatched to-day to the Prime 
Minister by special courier. This is 
rather surprising, for it wes generally ex- 
pected that Dail ireann had been 
summoned to consider the reply. One 
account says that it is in tHe nature of an 
acceptance, but that it includes “a reser- 
vation on the question of allegiance to the 
British Crown.” It is to be hoped that 
this is not so, for reservations at this 
stage must entail delay, if nothing worse. 

The writer of “A Londoner's Diary’’ in 
the Evening Standard to-day says that 
“the Sinn Fein plenipotentiaries will 
bring their own conditions. I am told 
that these conditions include the exclusive 
right of Ireland to make its own laws, 
but, on the other hand, they will agree to 
Ulster's retaining the rights it possesses 
under the Government of Ireland Act. It 
is said also in well-informed quarters 
that they will be enabled to conclude an 
agreement with Great Britain, guaranteed 
by the whole Empire, to govern the rela- 
tions of Dominion Ireland with the rest 
of the Empire. The Crown will remain as 
a link, and such an agreement must neces- 
sarily provide, it would seem, for common 
purposes, such as defence and the making 
of treaties with foreign Powers. Sinn 
Fein ‘insists’ on the: form of such an 
agreement being the free act of two 
bargainers, bargaining on an equal basis. ' 

The Dublin Correspondent of the West- 
minster Gazette makes the following rather 
curious statement :—‘‘As to the selection 
of Inverness for the negotiations in prefer- 
ence to London, it is permissible to refer 
to an indication given in these nutes some 
weeks ago that Mr. Lloyd George might 
have to leave London to meet the Irish 
representatives on some other soil. Events 
have shaped on the lines of that hint, and 
it may now be suggested that the selec- 
tion of Scotland was a pre-arranged, 
rather than an accidental, affair.’’ 

The Cabinet Committee on Unemploy- 
ment is to hold its first formal meeting 
to-morrow at the Cabinet offices-in White- 
hall place, when the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer is expected to preside. Among 
those expected to attend are Sir Alfred 
Mond, Dr. Macnamara, Mr. Munro, Lord 
Crawford, Mr. Arthur Neal, Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin, and Commander Hilton Young. 
It is suggested to-day that the first thing 
the Committee will agree upon is a grant 
from the Exchequer in order that some 
works of public utility may be set on foot. 

To-morrow is polling day in West Lewis- 
ham Division, and there is a slight in- 
crease in the local interest in the election, 
though, owing to the holidays, a very 
heavy poll is not expected. As in the recent 
contest in Westminster, no official Coali- 
tion candidate has been nominated; but 
Sir Philip Dawson will probably obtain 
the votes of most of the Ministerial sup- 
porters. Unionists of the more indepen- 
dent kind will probably vote for Com- 
mander Windham, who; by the way, has 
taken a strong line against the Govern- 
ments Irish policy. In the circum- 
stances, Mr. Raffety, the Independent 
Liberal, has quite a sporting chance of 
stepping in and so consoling the “ Wee 
Frees’’ a little for their electoral disap- 
pointments of the past two years. 

But it will take more than one victory 
at the polls to restore their confidence 
The party has not yet recovered from the 
demoralisation brought about by the down- 
fal of Mr. Asquith in 1916 and the sub- 
sequent debdcle at the polls in 1918. The 
withdrawal of Sir Ellis Griffith from his 
candidature for Anglesea—fer which he 
sat from 1895 to 1918—is probably 
symptomatic. His reasons are that the 
olitical situation has not clarified, as he 
oped it would, and is at present based 
more upon personalities than upon prin- 
ciples. 

That, probably, means in plain English 
that the organisation of the Independent 
Liberal Party is still dominated by the 
friends of Mr. Asquith, whereas such- driv- 
ing power as it possesses comes from much 
more advanced politicians who are not 
easily distinguishable from the doctrinaire 
Socialists of the Labour Party. These 
latter make no secret of their desire to 
get rid of their “old man of the wait-and- 
see,” as they irreverently call him; but 
Mr. Asquith, who enters upon his 
seventieth year to-day, shows no sign of 
quitting the stage, and is, indeed, im- 
plored not to do so by the rich men of the 
party, who regard him as the great bul- 
wark against ecenomic revolution. 

When the late Mr. Burdett Coutts died 
some six weeks ago I gave some reasons for 
my belief that he was not such a very rich 
man as he was generally credited. with 
being. Only this morning a popular news- 
paper published the reply of Mr. Seabury 
Ashmead Bartlett, the residuary legatee, 
to its leading question: “What does it 
feel like to hear suddenly that you are a 
millionaire’’? Mr. Ashmead Bartlett 
said that it was a very pleasant surprise, 
but cautiously added that the estate might 
not prove to be fully a million. 

His reserve was amply justified, for 
later in the day details were given showing 
that the gross value of the estate as at 
present ascertained is £374,000. Estate 
and legacy duties will run away with at 
least £100,000, and there are specific 
legacies to other relations of Mr. Burdett 
Coutts, which will absorb nearly as much. 
So that the residue in which Mr. Seabury 
Ashmead Bartlett has a life interest will 
not amount to much more than a fifth of 
the amount with which he was endowed by 
the enthusiastic interviewer. Still, it 
should be amply sufficient to enable him 
to take up the political career that he 
desires. Like his late father, Sir Ellis 
Ashmead Bartlett, he is specially 
interested in foreign affairs. 

London had the best washing down last 
night that it has had for months. Two 
inches of rain fell in about tsree hours, 
and the rain was accompanied by thunder 
lightning, and a violent gale. Havoc was 
played with the wood paving in many c! 
the streets, for it was so dried by tho 
drought that it began to swell and burst 
when soaked through. In several places 
there were floods, and one of the tubes 
had to be closed for some time. ‘The rain 
was welcomed by London generally; for it 
is very many weeks since it fell in abund- 
ance. , 

The League of Nations is suffering from 
extortionate charges made by the hotel- 
keepers of Geneva, and the udget Com- 
mission have felt compelled to recommend 
that a less expensive city should be 
selected as the headquarters of the League. 
Once again Brussels is suggested, and the 
idea does not seem a bad one, if the hotel- 
keepers there can manage to moderate 
their transports. At present the capital 
of Belgium is not particularly reasonable 
in such matters. r places suggested 
are Turin and Fontainbleau. but it is 
quite possible that the hotel-keepers of 
Geneva will meet and arrange to reduce 
their tariffs. before the League is allowed 
to move to any other place.

BURGENLAND CRISIS. 


Reuter's Agency learns that, in its reply to 
the Ambassadors’ Conference Note of remon- 
strance, the Hungarian Government admit that 
a certain number of Hungarians have been 
crossing from other parts of Hungary into 
Burgenland; but pleads, that it has been quite 
unable to prevent these incursions owing te the 
length of the frontier an{l the small mymber of 
gendarmerie that it is allowed to maintain.

It is felt that 
it will be necessary to employ vigorous coercive 
measures to compel her to fulfil her obligations.

In the Econagnic f&cience Section of the 
British Association yesterday, Mr. A. H. Gib- 
son, of Bradford, gave an address, in which he 
discussed a proposal for the establishment of 
an International Non-issuing Bank, and the 
gradual institution of an International stable 
standard -of value. 

Its immediate functions, he pointed out, would 
be to provide financial machinery to control the 
rate of deflation, to afford financial assistance 
to the impoverisked States, and to accelerate 
the economic and financial recovery of the 
world, but its ultimate function would be the 
gradual creation and maintenance of an Inter- 
national stable standard of value. 

Under the proposed scheme, Internajional 
central bank notes would eventually fulfil all 
the pre-war financial functions of gold, without 
the defects of the gold standard. The scheme | 
would vide machinery for controlling the 
rate of deflation, and for approximately stabilis- 
ing world prices. 


INDEX NUMBERS AND’ PRICES. 


Professor J. Shield Nicholson, Edinburgh, fol- 
lowed with a paper on “Deflation,” in which 
he argued that a return should be made.to the 
gold standard, and contended that the present 
was not suitable for International action on 
the lines suggested by Mr. Gibson. The infla- 
tion consequent on the great war had been 
practically world-wide im its effect. An out- 
standing feature of the inflation was said to 
be the abandonment of the gold standard, 
and the advantages of a return to the gold 
standard might be seen from the effects ite 
abandonment. —Referring to the fall of the 
index number, from 380 at the end of March, 
1920, to 223 at the end of May, 1921, he said 
that unfortunately there was no corresponding 
fall in retail prices. The great task of deflation 
was to reduce the inflated currency of credit, 
so as to prevent a recurrence of the inflation 
and its evils. If that policy were followed re- 
tail prices would be adusted to wholesale =. 
and a lower level would be established. — 
must be adapted to the new level, and so also 
must profits. Employment would be rendered 
more secure with iower prices than by a re- 
version to inflation. Prices must fall in order 
to extend our export trade. The popular argu- 
ment against deflation wes founded on the 
burden of the National Debt, but to keep up 
prices simply in order to lessen the burden of 
debt was a disguised form of repudiation. 
must set against any gain of that kind the evils 
of inflation. 


AN INTERIM MEASURE, 


Professor W. R. Scott, Glasgow, also spoke 
on the subject of the restoration of an effective 
gold standard. This, he said, might be re- 
garded, not as a royal road to economic pros- 
erity, but as a respectable interim measure. 
There was no doubt that the policy of restrain- 
ing the boom would bring the normal British 
price level more nearly into harmony with the 

Id price level. The recent reduction of the 
Bank rate could be heartily approved as a 
much needed stimulant to trade, but a very 
different policy would be called for at a later 
stage. ‘ . 
In the discussion on the three papers, which 
followed, Professor A. W. Kirkaldy, Notting- 
ham, said that the gold standard had tem- 
porarily ocased 'to exist. Referring to the 
scheme suggested by Mr. Gibson, he asked why 
should we afraid of attempting an experi- 
ment which, while it might be a failure, w 
on the other hand, if it were successful, nd 
us in the new era of prosperity.

OPPOSING ARMIES 
EXHAUSTED. 


The latest newe from “Anatolia intlicates that 
the great battle on the western bank of the 
River Sakaria, some forty miles from Angora, 
where the Turks are putting up a determined 
defence of their capital, has died down. Fierce 
fighting has been maintained for twenty a. ye, 
and both sides have fought themselves to a 
standstill. 
It is believed that the Greeks in their 
Offensive had 18,000 casualties, and the Turks 
some 12,000. latter army is now consoli- 
dating a new line of defence on the 2astern 
bank of the river—the Angora side. 


AN EPIC BATTLE. 


ATHENS, Monday. 
A communiqué, giving an account of the 
operations in Anatolia up to the 7th «f the 
month, says that the great bvtle of the 
Sakaria, which began on August 23rd, rasy be 
regarded as having terminated to-day with the 
retreat of the enemy to the east and north of 
the Polatli-Mount Ardiz-Ghiouzelzle-Kalexery 
line. A gigantic struggle was required to úis- 
lodge the enemy f um his successive lines of 
trenches. 
The victorious army began its march on 
August 14th, and by the 24th an attack was 
being made on the enemy’s main itions. In 
order to reach the field of battle the army 
had, for the most part, to march «across a 
desert with hardly any signe of life. Difficulties 
of progress and transport were considerable. 
The enemy launched repeated violent counter- 
attacks with the intention of breaking through 
our centre, but we repulsed them, with great 
loss. Throughout the dcht the enemy defended 
his positions with valour and obstinacy. Our 
Army, after ten days’ admirable marching and 
a fortnight of heroic and victorious fighting, 
attained ite objéctive, breaking the enemy e 
resistance and occupying hie fortified positions. 
The enemy then took up his position on the 
eastern bank of the Sakaria river.—Reuter.

MUNICH, Monday. 
It is officially announced that the cntire 
Bavarian Cabinet hae resigned. 
PARIS, Monday. 
A Berlin message to the Journal says that 
the resignation of the Von Kahr Cabinet has 
made a great impression throughout Germany. 
Official circles regard the position as 
serious. The Socialist parties are reported to 
be urging the Government of the Reich to take 
over power effectively in Bavaria.—{Reuter.)

Bavaria has long been regarded by the Ger- 
man Government as a hot-bed of reaction and 
monarchist intrigue, and the murder of Herr 
Erzberger brought matters to a head. The 
German Republican Party clamoured for repres- 
sive measures, and the Central Government 
issued a Proclamation ordering the suppression 
of al] publications which preached anti Rer ubli- 
can doct?Tnes. Meetings at which the re- 
establishment of Monarchist Government was 
urged were forbidden, and disseminators of dis- 
loyal propaganda were threatened with severe 
penalties. ‘Celebrations of the victory of Sedan 
were also forbidden. 
A number of newsparers were ordered to be 
the Muesbacher Anzeiger 
the Volkischer Beobachtez, both Bavarian 
publications—but these orders could wot be put 
into operation without the consent of the 
Munich Government. This was not forthcoming, 
go the Central Government threatened to raise 
the ‘‘state of siege” which has existed in 
Ravaria for nearly two years, and by which 
the Socialists in that country have been kept in 
subjection. This threat had the effect of in- 
ducing the Bavarian Government to send a 
deputation to Berlin to discuss the situation, 
and it was repestes on Thursday that a com- 
promise had n reached and that happier 
relations would be established between the two 
Governménts. The Bavarian Government, how- 
ever, declined to ratify the compromise, and 
has now resigned. 
In officfil circles in Berlin there is much un- 
easiness.

“ 1 have asked you to meet me to-day for the 
purpose of taking you into my confidence, of 
thanking you all for your kindness to me in the 
past, and of explaining to you the exact ition 
of my affairs, as I am compelled by force of 
circumstances to make some reductions amongst 
my employés in the future, and I wish you 
clearly to understand how it is that, without 
any extravagance on my part, I am most re- 
luctantly forced to reduce their number. I 
might here point out that my position is not 
peculiar, but is shared by all large Jand-owners 
in the United Kingdom. 

“ My father, as the older of my employés will 
remember, was always a poor man. His income 
never was more than from £1,500 to £2,000 a 
year. In his time £1,500 a year was equal to 
about £4,000 a year now, and he never knew 
anything about the present heavy taxation of

“Since Lady Meath’s death I have struggled 
by careful economies to avoid having to dismiss 
any connected with the property, although I 
found it impossible to tive at Kilruddery, and 
to m at grief have been forced to live in a 
all Coen which did not need so many 
servants and other innumerable expenses such 
as are inevitably connected with a large house 
like Kilruddery. 
‘“My struggles have been in vain. The ex- 
penses connected with Kilruddery and my Irish 
estates are now more than my entire income 
from Ireland, and for some.considerable time 
I have been living on money I had to withdraw 
from capital. : 
“ A continuance in such a course would in a 
very short time land me in the Bankruptcy 
Court, and lead to the complete abandonment of 
Kilruddery and the dismissal of all employes.

“At all hazards this must be avoided, and, 
therefore. after the most careful consideration 
and with a heavy heart, I find myself com- 
pelled to make reductions where they can be 
effected with the least suffering and incon- 
venience.

GRAPHIC ACCOUNT OF RUSSIAN 


HORRORS.

“ PHOTO-SCULPTURE.”’ 
In a message from Brighton, The Times 
Correspondent states:—Mr. H. M. Edmunds, of 
Moulescombe place, Brighton, has, after two 
years’ experimenting, discovered the method of 
“ photo-sculpture '” by means of which carving 
in greater or less relief can be made from a 
solid object by use of the camera. At the 
moment it is, perhaps, too early to lay down 
with any certainty the applications of thus origi- 
nal process, but the more its capabilities are re- 
viewed the more possibilities does it present. 
There is nothing to prevent a photographer of 
ordinary skill, given the necessary combination 
of camera ond projector, from making the 
photographie record, which is al] that is re- 
quired for the carving machine, and when once 
such a negative is made it can be sent away to 
the works where the graving machine is 
operated, and any number of direct replicas in 
relief can be made from it, to say nothing of 
their reproduction by casting. The carving can 
be deze either in relief or s:ataglio, at the will 
of Ke operator of the machine. As 
its name implies, photo-sculpture is a process 
by which it is possible to photograph a sitter 
or any suitable solid object in such a way that 
from that photograph a carving can be made 
in ivory, alabaster, wood, or r material.

IRISH HORSES. 


PROPOSED ANNUAL 
SALE. 


Ireland produces the best thoroughbretl 
horses in the world; yet, in order to buy 
an Irish thoroughbred, one has to go to 
the Lloodstock sales at Doncaster or New- 
market. 

The question is asked why there should 
not be a market for thoroughbreds in 
Dublin. Certainly, if such stock were 
offered for sale here instead of in England, 
there is no doubt that the buyers would 
come here, too. 

True, there is a sale of bloodstock 
horses in connection with the Horse Show 
every year, but the animals offered there 


like .the best, of the Irish product. 

If anything can be done to remedy the 
present state of things, there is a con- 
sensus of opinion that it should be done 
by the Royal Dublin Society, and Mr. 
Bohane, the executive officer of that body, 
is willing that the Society should under. 


take it under certain conditions. 

The subject was raised a few weeks ago by 
series of letters which appeared in the [Irís 
Times. One of the writers, Captain Bernard 
Daly, pointed out that the Show has “ always 
been plenty 2 show of hunters, in the breed- 
ing 0 which this country is unrivalled.” And

“The sales of blood-stock at Ballsbridge,” he 
stated, “‘are increasing annually, and in 
opinion the time has now come to give serious 
consideration to this department with the object 
of developing its potential resources. It is well 
known that the best racehorses are bred in 
Ireland, and it is equally well known thet 
hitherto the country has not benefited to the 
extent that it should in this connection, for 
the reason that facilities are not afforded at 
home for disposing of our superior stock to the 
best advantage.”’

CAPTAIN DALY’S LETTER TO THE 


“IRISH TIMES.” 


Captain ‘Daly asked—Why should our choice 
teiste be exported for sale in England and 
the indifferent marketed at home? He sug- 
gested to the Royal Dublin Society the ad- 
visability of setting apart a week every year 
for the sale of blood-stock horses, and a further 
sale during the Horse Show for horses entered 
for competition at the Show. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick, of Mountshannon, Bligo, 
wrote that he was sure that if Captain Daly’s 
suggestion could be adopted, and if the best 
horses were kept at home in Ireland for these 
sales—‘‘ thus compelling the buyers who 
want them to come to us, instead of our goin 
to them—prices for blood-stock in Ireland wo 
soon be far different from what they are to- 
day; to say nothing of the many other advan- 
we of having our own sales.” 

“ Blood-stock Breeder” in the County 
Meath says that the arrangements at. Balls- 
bridge hitherto for these sales attract» only 
the class of animal that is considered not good 
enough to be sent to Newmarket or Doncaster; 
but with a little organisation and with the co- 
operation of Irish breeders the Irish blood-steck 
sales should be able to compete on equal terms 
with the sales in England or abroad. 

i The attention of Mr. Bohane, Director af 
the Royal Dublin Society, having been called 
to these letters, he told a representative of the 
Irish Times yesterday that he had read them 
with keen interest, and that they would in due 
course be brought to the notice oí the Horse 
Show Committee. 

The Committee, he said, were well’ aware 
that the present arrangements for the sale of 
blood-stock during the Horse Show period were 
not quite satisfactory, as the auctioneers were 
hampered by inadequate facilities and accom- 
modation for their business. Captain Daly's 
suggestion that the Society should consider the 
undertaking of a special blood-siock sale -week 
annually, apart from the Horse Show, is one 
that requires a great deal of consideration. 

The question would have té be approached 
from the point of view of the amount of support 
that would be forthcoming from blood-stock 
breeders generally. By this he meant that the 
Horse Show Gommittee would like to know if 
breeders would be prepared to send. forward to 
such sales a selection of their choicest anima's — 
animals of the class that hitherto were being 
sent to the sales at Newmarket or Doncaster. 
If breeders gave any such guarantee, the Royal 
Dublin Society, he was convinced, would be 
prepared to introduce permanent facilities that 
would make the premises at Ballsbridge, from 
their standpoint, second to none in the United 
Kingdom.

ARMED THIEVES ROUTED. 


Mir. Samuel Stokesbury, a _ wicll-known 
victualler in Corn Market, Belfast, vigorously 
attacked two armed men who tried to rob 
him on Saturday night, and hunted them. At 
the time he was. carrying a bag containing the 
day’s takins at his.shop.

Mr. Stokesbury, 
who is eighty years of age, raised his stick 
and struck out with such vigour that his 
assaijants, without waiting for money, 
turned about and ran away. 


CRIME LIST DECREASED. 

The Recorder of Belfast (Mr. D. M. Wilson, 
K.C.), addressing the Grand Jury at the open- 
ing of the City Sessions yesterday, said there 
wers 46 bills to be presented to them, dealing 
with 45 prisoners. The charges against those 
prisoners were the usual charges dealt with at 
sessions of the kind, and .were principally ‘for 
breaking and entering, false pretences, robbery, 
menaces and receiving. They would be glad. 
to know that the number of bills and prisoners 
to be dealt with at the present court was con- 
siderably less than it was at that time last 
year, when the record disclosed that there were 
130 bills and 167 prisoners. So that they had 
improved. It should, however, be borne in 
mind that last year there were riots in the 
city prior to the sessions, and that accounted 
for the great increase in the number of bills 
and prisoners. 


A DOCKERS’ BALLOT. 


The Belfast members of the Irish Transport 
Workers’ Union are to ballot on an amended 
offer of the employers relating to a reduction 
of wages. Originally the employers proposed to 
reduce wages by 4s. a day, and this was sub- 
sequently modinied, 2s. being the fixed sum. 
Later a conference was held, and the proposals 
were further amended so as to provide for a re- 
duction of ls. per day as from 12th September, 
a seeond reduction of ls. on 12th November, 
and a third reduction of a like amount on 12th 
February. These terms were accepted by the 
National Union of Dock Labourers engaged in 
Belfast and other Irish ports, but the Transport 
Workers’ Union, on a ballot, rejected them. 
Following a conference with the employers, Mr. 
Foran, General. President of the I.T.W.U., re- 
commends a reduction of ls. per day to trans- 
port members as from the 15th of the present 
month, without any commitment as to a 
further reduction, and with consequential] re- 
ductions in overtime rates, the agreement to 
apply to constant men, casuals, piece, or ton- 
nage workers or otherwise. In the case of cer- 
tain men who last year received an increase 
of £1 a week a reduction of 6s. a week is pro- 
posed; those who received an increase of 15s. a 
week to be reduced by 4s. 6d., and 10s. increase 
by 3s. per week. 

About one thousand men are engaged in the 
grain and general cargo trade of the port.

FORTHCOMING RATHMINES FETE. 


It is interesting to recall, in connection with 
the “Allsports” Carnival, which will be held 
in the grounds of the Leinster Oricket Club at 
Rathmines from September 15th to 24th, the 
history of the Royal Hospital for Incurables at 
Donnybrook, which will benefit as a result of 
the enterprise of the Executive Committee of 
the club. The-hospita! has been in existence 
for 178 years, and is the only institution of 
its kind in Ireland. It receives, without distinc- 
tion of creed or politics, mnecessitous patients 
suffering from every form of incurable disease, 
without fee, and supplies them with board, 
lodging, medical, and surgical assistance and 
nal icines.. 

The hospital had an interesting origin. In 
1743 there was in Dublin e society known as 
the Charitable Musical Society, which had been 
instituted for the rehef of the poor in Dublin. 
By means of entertainments, the Society raised 
a eum of money which enabled it to rent a 
small room in Fleet street for the treatment of 
incurables. There were at first only three or 
four patients, but the number increased, and 
an hospital was started in Townsend street- 

This was not a great success, and an arrange- 
ment was made in 1792 with the Governors of 
the Buckingham Hospital in Donnybrook, which 
was used for fever patients, by which the 

atients of the Musical Society were trans- 
erred to that hospital. Since then the work 
of the Hospital for Incurables had been car- 
ried on without interruption. 

Up to and including 1914 the ordinary income 
of the hospital was sufficient to meet the out- 
lay of about £8,000 a year, but now a sum of 
at least £17,000 a year has to be raised in order 
to maintain about the same number of patients. 
This means that the hospital is now faced with 
the problem of having to raise from voluntary 
sources between £7,000 and £8,000 a year to 
meet the deficiency. It is for the purpose of 
liquidating the present debt of É a, upon 

,000 that the Leinster Cricket Club is hold- 
ing its féte, and, in view of the deserving nature 
of the object, it is hoped that its efforts will be 
crowned with success.

EFFECT OF THE AWARD. 
THE EIGHT HOURS’ DAY. 


- 


The i of the Chairman of the Irish 
Railways Arbitration Tribunal (Mr. W. Carri 
gan, K.C.) were published yesterday. These 
findings, it should be pointed out, were those of 
the Chairman himself, the tribunal having 
failed to agree. In railway circles yesterday, 
Mr. Carrigan’s decisions were naturally the 
subject of close consideration. It will take 
some time before the findings in respect of 
standardisation and hours of labour can be 
“i ag into operation. It will be necessary 
on the part of the railway companies to instal 
the new machinery prescribed with as little 
delay as possible, and no doubt all despatch 
will be made in that direction. 

In the meantime, a great deal of work lies 
before both companies and unions. awe 
will have to be considered by the companies, 
and it will also be submitted to meetings of the 
various trade unions concerned. companies 
will prepare schemes showing a classification of 
various railways, groups, or sections of rail- 
ways, so as to secure, as the award says, - as 
far as reasonably practicable, that like rates 
of wages and conditions of servio> should obtain 
on all railways, groups, or sections of railways, 
in the same class.” 

A TEMPORARY DECISION. 

The preparation of thig classification will in- 
volve both time and labour. Once it is com- 
pleted, the compé@nies’ proposals will be sub- 
mitted to representatives of the unions, and 
negotiations will take place between both 
parties. Should an agreement be arrived at, 
the changed conditions will come into force 
immediately. It is believed’ however, that 
whatever decision may be arrived at, it will be 
only of a temporary character, as at the end 
of the year the companies may find themselves 
in a position totally different from the present 
one. A settlement in the political affairs of 
the country would also affect the situation. . 

Officials in railway circles were not inclined 
yesterday to discuss the findiif$s, or to express 
any opinion on what their effect is likely to be. 
They pointed out that it was undesirable at 
present to deal with them, as the matter was 
one for consideration by the companies and the 
various trade unions. All agreed, however, 
that the matter was one to be dealt with as 
quickly as possible. The consideration of the 
details of administration alluded to in the 
award was an important matter, and would 
have to be carefully gone into. 

RAILWAY CLERKS’ VIEW. 

Mr. O'Farrell, Secretary of the Irish Railway 
Clerks’ Association, speaking to an Irish Times 
representative, said that the award, in regard 
to the principle of standardisation, recognised 
the grouping or classification of the railways, 
and such grouping could only be arrived at by 
agreement between the railway companies and 
the unions. So far as the members of his 
Association were concerned, they believed that 
gon method of standardisation, as sup- 
plied through a scientific calculation arrived at 
great care and study, met the 
situation in the grouping of the railways as 
suggested, However, this would be a matter 
for discussion between both sides. 

With regard to the eight-hour day, Mr. 
O'Farrell said that this would resolve itself into 
a question as to the conditions under which the 
present hours shall be departed from. In 
many cases the companies had _ indicated, 
through the society, that the present hours 
should continue, particularly in large dépéte. 
The extent of the increased hours, if any, would 
have to be a matter for discussion and agree- 
ment between the two sides before any altera- 
tion in hours or other conditions of service took 


place. 
A NATIONAL UNION OFFICIAL, 

Mr. Bermingham, Irish Secretary, National 
Union of Railwaymen, said that the Executive 
in London very likely had the award under con- 
sideration yesterday, and he expected to have a 
communication on the subject from head- 
quarters to-day. The award, he explained, was 
subject to acceptance by both sides, or to re- 
jection by either one side or the other. In the 
event of rejection, the parties would be placed 
in the same position that they had occupied 
before the setting up of the Arbitration 
Tribunal. He expected a meeting of the Irish 
Council of’ the National Union of Railwaymen 
would be summoned in the course of a few 
days. 

RAILWAY MANAGER’S OPINION. 
Mr. Carrigan’s award was described by a 
railway manager as a satisfactory and common- 
sense one. In the first place, it enabled com- 
panies, whose financial resources were not of 
the best, to reduce the burdens inflicted upon 
them by the Government during the control 
period, and, by doing so, would give them the 
opportunity of endeavouring, by a reduction of 
rates and charges, to secure traffic to their re- 
spective routes, which had, since the control, 
been diverted to road and water. He was sure 
that the employés would, for the present, see 
their way to accept the award, and, when the 
companies had had an opportunity of restor- 
ing the financial equilibrium, due consideration, 
ne doubt, would then be given to the wages: 
and conditions of service of the staffs. ‘The 
overming factor of the whole of the proposals 
o be made by the companies was the question 
of finance. The whole question, in fact, was 
what each company. could afford to pay. 
MANAGERS AND UNIONS TO MEET. 
It was further explained that the managers 
and representatives of the unions would meet 
and discuss the matter. Each of the railway 
companies would state how they would give 
effect to the award as regards standardisation 
and the eight-hour day question, indicating, for 
instance, the particular grades or sections of 
grades in regard to which the eight-hour day 
arrangement would be retained, and how they 
would carry out the award in regard to 
standardisation. If the propasals were re- 
jected by the unions, they would be referred 
faa to the Tribunal itself for consideration. 
If both sides failed in the end to arrive at any 
agreement, the situation would be the same as 
before the Tribunal had been set up. 


MURDERS FOR £7. 
MAFIA BAND DISCOVERED IN 
NEW YORK, 


The discovery in New York and other cities 
of the United States of the existence of the 
Mafia Band, whose members may be engaged 
for £7 to commit murder, is reported by the 
New York Correspondent of the Daily Tele- 


graph. 

The disclosure, according to the police, was 
made by Joseph Ales, an ltalian resident in 
New York, who is alleged to have confessed, 
personally, to killing three men for £7 each, 
and giving the names of other members .of his 
gang who are responsible for twenty assassina- 
tions in the last three years. In addition to 
acting as hired assassins, Ales is alleged to have 
confessed that he and his band have for long

There were those who thought that 
velocity wes a Mrs. Harris of physics—that 
there was no such person.” As an illustration 
of the absolute he gave the number of words 
in a book.

PRICE DISPARITIES. 


A WAR-TIME FOOD SUPPLY. 

Some remarkable disparities between the 
po paid to the producer and those charged 
vy the retailer in the matter of garden and 
farm produce were shown by Mr. C. 8, Orwin, 
President of the Agricultural Section, in his 
presidential address. Official figures, he said, 
showed that, while the producer sold cabbage 
at Sd. per dozen, the wholesaler charged 

reteiler from 2s. 6d. to 
which broaght the pro- 
a quarter, were sold to the 
consumer at 15s., and turniips raised at 3s. per 
cwt. were getailed at 18. 8d. Milk sold by 
the farmer at 1s, 8d. per gallon wae retailed at 
5s, Lamb sold at 1s. 4d. was charged at 2s. 6d. 
to consumer. Both the farmer and the con- 
sumer seemed to suffer in the interesta of the 
distributor, though it seemed impossible to get 
figures to show where the retailer's profit was 
excessive, or where the difference was die to 
the wasteful methods of distribution through 
pei ne He suggested that a more 
scientific s udy ot agricultural economics would 
increasé the yield from our land. 
POTATOES AND PIGS. 

Lord Bledisloe advocated a food supply based 
on potatoes, pig meat, and milk rather than on 
wheat during war. These products of the 
vegetable and animal world, he said, could 
supply more nutritive human food than any 
known others, and they had the additional ad- 
vantage that we were self-supporting in 
potatoes, while the large proportion of our 
wheat supply had to be imported under mari- 
time risks. The objections were a national pre- 
judice in favour of wheaten bread, difficulty, in 
some cases, of digestion, and the susceptibility 
of the potato to wart disease. Potatoes had two- 
and-a-quarter times more calorific value per acre 
than wheat. He was authoritatively informed 
that potatoes, milk, and bacon formed a perfect 
diet. To keep pigs in pig-«tyes was a mistake. 
The wood and pasture land wag their natural 


habitat. 
PLAYING WITH FIRE. 

Lord Bledisloe added to his remarks on the 
potato that if local authorities interfered with 
urban allotments they were playing with fire 
socially and politically, and were blind to those 
factors which made for the ultimate security of 
the nation. (Applause.) But for Germany’s 
potato crop the war would probably have 
terminated a year before it did. In conclusion, 
Lord Bledisloe said that at this time, when 
pone a was more than ever the shuttlecock 

ritish politicians, the person who grew two 
potato plants where only one grew before was 
rendering more service to his country than the 
whole race of politicians put together. 


MUSIC NEGLECTED. 


ITS PLACE IN EDUCATION. 

Sir Henry Hadow, President of the Section 
of Educational Science, uttered an eloquent plea 
for & place for music in our educational system. 
That it had no such place at present, he said, 
was shown by the absence of any book on the 
subject from the Home University Library and 
by the omission of any reference to it in the 
Cambridge History of Literature. Music was 
not only a source of noble pleasure: it was just 
as truly a language as by nch or Latin, as 
much a mental discipline mathematics. It 
had been contended that poetry appealed to the 
intelligence and music to the emotions. If that 
were so, Euclid was a very great poet. (Laughter.) 
The melody of Beethoven had a noble meaning. 
The bad tunes of the street had either an ignoble 
meaning or none at all. e comparison be- 
tween a Shakespeare play and a Beethoven 
symphony was really extraordinarily close. There 
was the same architectonic power, the same 
points of interest and adventure, high and noble 
emotion, and the same humour. He pleaded 
that music should be recognised in our formal 
education of school dad college, with full re- 
cognition in the examination system. There 
should be a gre&t improvement in the place of 
music in our libraries. The ordinary educated 
man ought to be trained to read music. That 
would unlock the door of a new literature. If 
we learned to read music as one reads a play 
or a novel we would have added another valu- 
able acquisition to our intellectual life: Lastly, 
we required to simplify our attitude towards 
musie, so that it might be discussed as frankly 
and openly as educated men discussed science 
or poetry. 

THE GRAMAPHONE’S PLACE. 

Lady Carlaw Martin asked Sir Henry what 
place the gramaphone had in his scheme. 

He ‘replied that personally he disliked its 
sand-paper tone, but impartially he must admit 
it had a place, especially in rural districts. 

Sir John Ross, of the Carnegie Trust, who was 
ow at the meeting of the Association in 
850, said that he regarded their President as 
the evangelist in musical education, and the dis- 
tinguished gathering as a good omen of the 
future of music in their educationa] scheme. 

Mr. Plunket Greene remarked that music dur- 
ing the war had also proved a divine healer.

They were on the crest of a great wave in music, 
such as they had in the great Elizabethan 
times.

THE TRANSIT OF CATTLE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

,Sin,—With reference to the recent letter from 
“An Old Merchant Sailor,” gi details of 
the treatment of cattle in transit, 1 am anxious 
to make & suggestion as to how, indirectly, 
the human race may possibly be suffering from 
the cruelty inflicted. Unfortunately, with the 
large majority this is the only argument which 
has any weight; so that, unless it can be 
shown that definite harm results to themselves, 
no cruelty to God’s creatures affects them or, 
meete with any effort to end it. 

We all know to what an alarming extent 
cancer has increased, for which no cause has 
been found or remedy discovered. The cause 
must be sought in some change of circum- 
stances since the early part of the nineteenth 
century, and it has struck me that it may 
be found in the transit of cattle now in vogue. 
We know that formerly our forbears were 
much larger eaters of meat than we are— 
joints and beef-stéhkes figured largely even on 
the breakfast table—but cancer was then a 
comparatively rare disease, so that it cannot 
be laid to the eating of flesh. 

But if we contrast the conditions of beasts 
slaughtered to-day with those which obtained 
eighty or one hundred years ago, what: an 
enormous change for the worse do we find! 
Then they were killed usu@ly where they were 
born, merely being driven to the local butcher. 
Now they are taken hundreds of miles by see 
and Jand, subjected to the treatment described 
by an “Ol Merchant Sailor’’; perhaps, 
shunted and left hours under a burning sun 
in summer, or frozen in bitter wind and cold 
in winter. Would it be a wonder, then, if, 
with the combined mental and physical suffer- 
ingé, the meat should become poisoned and a 
source of disease to those who eat it? 

Let those in authority establish the dead 
meat trade to the exclusion of exporting the live 
beasts, and automatically the cruelty and what-4 
ever risk may exist in connection with it would 
come to an end. ‘There is yet another benefit 
which would accrue to the Termer and cattle- 
dealer if this suggestion were carried out. The 
losa and difficulties with which they have to 
contend from “ restriction ” owing to infectious 
diseases would cease. Thus, by a little enter- 
prise, risk to health, suffering to animals,.and 
much money loss to all concerned in the pie 
trade could be averted.—Yours, etc.,

DUBLIN YOUTH SHOT. 


A MYSTERIOUS AFFAIR. 


The circumstances attending the death of 
Michael O’Brien, aged 18 years, of Duke st., 
Dublin, who was shot at Killester lane on 
Thursday night alast, were rr os at a 
military inquiry at the Mater Misericordia 
Hospital yesterday. 

According to the medical evidence a bullet 
entered the right groin, and lodged in the pelvic 
wall. When Brien was admitted to the hoe- 
pital at 9.30 p.m. life was extinct, the cause of 
death bei emorrhage and shock. 

James O’Brien, the boy’s father, said ‘that his 
son was employed in the Co-operative Bar, in 
Trinity street. On Thursday night a note was 
handed to’ him bearing the words, “ Go to 
Jervis Stree Hospital; son had an accident.” 
He could not find his son at that hospital, and 
went to the Mater Misericordis Hospital, where 
he learned that his eon was dead. His son was 
not, to his knowledge, attached to any organi- 
sation. 

The President read an obituary notice which 

had appeared in an evening paper. In the 
notice were the words—* Accidentally shot at 
Killester, Michael O’Brien, 20 Duke street, 
B Company, lst Battalion, Dublin Brigade, 
Fianna Eireann (1.R.A-3).” 
The father, answering the President, said 
that his attention had not been drawn to the 
notice, and that he had not suggested any such 
notice. He added that his son knew nothing 
about a revolver, end that he was quite 
satisfied that the affair wae accidental. 

An assistant employed in a publichouse on 
the Howth road said that a young man asked 
him to telephone for an ambul to remove 
the body of a man who had en shot at 
Killester. He did not see the man since that 


time. 

This concluded the evidence, and the Court 
closed. 

The remains of Mr. O’Brien were removed 
from the hospital to the ProCathedral last 
night. There.was a very large attendance of 
the general public, and numbers of the young 
man's comrades marched behind the hearse. 
The funeral will take place after Requiem Mass 
at 10 o'clock this morning.

THE “ WATCHERS.” 


Much dissatisfaction has been caused in Ti 
ranks of operators by the decision of the Boar 
of Trade to appoint “watchers” in Claes 
passenger — an cargo steamers. Th 

‘ watchers,” it is alleged, are men instruct 
in a few days in the reading of certain urgen 
signals, like 8.O.8., and are mot efficient i 
reading Morse. A request was made to the 
Board to amend the rules under the Merchar 
Shipping (Wireless Telegraphy) Act, 1919, s 
as to make the carrying of two trained operag 
tors compulsory in Class 2 vessels, and » 
abolish the “‘ watcher” class. 

It was stated, however, in reply, that m 
of the dismissals were incidenta] to the st 
of trade and industry, and it was admitt: 
that over 1,200 “watchers’” certificates hac 
been issued, but it was not correct to assume 


that the employment of each air 0) 
“watchers” necessarily meant the d men 
of an operator who would otherwise have been 


employed. 

Under war conditions, it was further pointed 
out, the Mercantile Marine, as a whole, was 
required, for defence purposes, to carry more 
operators than was now necessary for safety 
purposes under peace conditions, and that there 
was necessarily a reduction in the number of 
operators emp á but the number had been 
further reduced by the depression in shipping. 
It was not rectors to alter the present rules. 

On behalf of the operators,it iscontended that 
the whole matter resolves itself into a question 
of efficiency and safety of life ab sea versue in- 
efficiency and disaster. They aver that, wheré- 
as the skilled operator has undergone a twelve 
months’ course of highly technical tuition in all 
the various branches of wireless telegraphy, 
necessitating a heavy ee, before obtaining
